Actor Marlon Brando, KE6PZH/FO8GuJ, SK 
-- ARRL Letter, 16 July 2004, 23 July 2004 


One of the best-known names in cinema, Marlon Brando, 
KE6PZH/FO8GJ, died in Los Angeles July 1. He was 80. 
Brando appears in the FCC database under the apparent 
pseudonym, “Martin Brandeaux,” while his FO8GJ_ listing 
indicates both Brando and Brandeaux. 


Brando held a US General class ticket. He was on the air 
occasionally over the years as FO8GJ from his private island in 
French Polynesia. In a 1994 CNN interview with Larry King, 
Brando affirmed his continued interest in Amateur Radio. In 
response to a caller's question, he said ham radio provided him 
with the opportunity to just be himself. 


Brando was best known for his roles as Stanley Kowalski in “A 
Streetcar Named Desire,” as a dockworker in “On _ the 
Waterfront,” and as Vito Corleone in “The Godfather.” He was 
nominated for eight Academy Awards and won twice. 
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World Class Triathlon Agony - Again

The Monster Challenge Triathlon, which was run for the third 
time in Boston last year, continues to be an international success. 
We have been asked again this year to coordinate emergency and 
safety communications support. The formal name for the event is 
the Monster Challenge Tri-Boston. It is sponsored by 
Monster.com for the benefit of the AIDS Action Committee.
